Priest Rides in Ambulance With 
Injured Man to City 
Hospital. 


Michael Joyce, an ironworker, fell four 
floors with a 10-ton steel beam and was 
seriously injured at the Railway Ex- 
change Building, Seventh and Olive 
streets, at 9:30 a. m. Monday. 

A priest who was passing jumped in- 
to the ambulance and rode with the in- 
jured man to the city heapital 

Joyce and Daniel Sullivan were “rid- 
ing’’ a beam. They sat on it astride 
while it was being hoisted from the 
street. 

The beam was to be placed on the 
ends of two steel uprights at the fourth 
floor. Joyce was at one end and Sulli- 
van at the other and it was their futy 
to see that the ends were securely placed 
before giving the signal to loosen the 
derrick chains. 

Sullivan just had stepped from the 
beam to one of the uprights and the 
chain had been loosened when the beam 
slipped off its supports and went crash- 
ing to the second floor 30 feet below. 
Joyce went with it. 

He was crushed. City hospital physi- 
cians say he has little chance to recover. 

The priest was passing on Seventh 
street when he saw the automobile am- 
bulance Isave the Seventh street side 
of the building and go through Olive 
street into Sixth. He ran through Lo- 
cust street and reached the ambulance 
just as the injured man was placed in 
it. He leaped in and was bending over 
the man speaking to him as the ambu- 
lance sped away. 

At the hospital the priest said he was 
Father J. M.. Clooney of St. Patrick’s 
Church, Joyce’s skull was fractured 
and his right arm crushed,

ARTISTOTT'S WFE 
ASKS DIVORCE; SAYS 
HE SCALDED HER 





000 a Year, Intoxicated Three 
Times a Week, She Says. 


SLEPT IN HIS CLOTHING 
Petition Declares He Took Dila- 


mond Ring From Her While 
She Was Asleep. 





That her husband, Ralph Chesley Ott, 
an artist, had a way of going to bed 
with his clothes on is one of the allege- 
tions in a divorce petition filed by Jane 
Schaufert Ott Monday. 

Pending the hearing of the suit, Judge 
Hitchcock issued a temporary restrain- 
ing order forbidding Ott to dispose of 
any of his property. 

In her petition Mrs. Ott says this prop- 
erty consists mainly of four lots in Uni- 
versity City which were given to Ott in 
lieu of salary by the Lewis Publishing 
Co. in June, 1910. As an artist for the 
Lewis enterprises, Mrs. Ott asserts, her 
husband for several years received a 
salary of $10,000 a year. 

The Otts were married Feb. 
and separated two weeks ago. 

Mrs. Ott alleges that her husband was 
intoxicated three or four times a week 
and that when in that condition he 
would fail to undress before retiring. 
When she would try to make herself at- 
tractive, she says, h2 would accuse her 
of attempting to draw the attention of 
other men. At times, she said, he would 
uag her for not being affectionate and 
on other occasions when she was affec- 
tionate h2 would be sarcastic. He fre- 
quently accused her of marrying him for 
his money, she charges. 

Scalded Her With Coffee. 
, Mrs. Ott alleges that in February, 1910, 
vhen they were visiting her parents, he 
was so intoxicated that whe had to r2- 
main re all night. In April, 1910, she 
alleges; he threw a percolator of hot 
coffee at her and she was scalded. 

On the same night, the petition states, 
he created a disturbance on the front 
torch and only her mother’s pleading 
prevented a policeman from arresting 
him. On that occasion she left him but 
later returned on his promise of good 
Lehavior. 

After the financial troubles of the 
I.ewis enterprises caused him to lose his 
position, Mrs. Ott alleges, he falsely 
told his friends that h2 was dismissed 
because he married her. 

Took Wife’s Diamond Ring. 

Last Christmas, she says, he gave her 
a diamond :-ring, but later took it from 
her while she siept. 

On Jan. 9 last, she charges, he went 
home intoxicated, struck and ordered 
her sister from the house and threw the 
sister’s wraps down the stairs. 

Becoming angry because she had com- 
pany for dinner, he struck her with a 
napkin Jan. 19 last, she alleges, and re- 
cently while they were at Beaver, Ark., 
be accused her of being unduly familiar 
with one of his men friends. 

Mrs. Ott asks alimony and the custody 
of the children, Mary Jane and Arcea 
Elizabeth. She is at the home of her 
father, H. A. Schaufert of 1416A Belt 
avenue. The Otts, before their separa- 
tion, lived at 1363A Semple avenue.

Arthur. Volkenning Makes Two 
Attempts on Life Because 
She Asks for Last $2. 











Bandages and the smell of carbolic 
acid were much in evidence at Arthur 
Volkenning’s home, 1115 South Third 
strest, Monday. Mrs. Annie Volkenning 
and her daughter, Carrie, 17 years old, 
could hardly do their housework for the 
enswathing strips about their arms and 
hands. 

Henry Volkenning, 22 years old, had 
similar covering about his netx, and 
pieces of cotton soaked in healing oils 
were fastened to his back. The hus- 
band and stepfather, whose _ reckless 
handling of the acid, with threats of 
swallowing it, caused the others to be 
burned, was in the city hospital. 

Married Brother’s Widow. 

Volkenning, who is 42 years old, was 
a widower with one son when, six years 
ago, he married the widow of his broth- 
er, Henry Volkenning. 

Her son Henry, the oldest of her thre: 
children, was then 16 years old. Volk- 
enning, at the hospital, Monday, com- 
piained that Mrs. Volkenning’s favorit- 
ism to this son had caused the family 
trouble. 

Henry earned slightly more than his 
stepfather, and this, Volkenning said, 
was made a pretext by the mother for 
favoring him over her husband. 

‘He was told to put his clothes in the 
wardrobe,” said Volkenning, “‘while a 
chair or even the floor was good enough 
for my clothes. His things filled the 
house, and there was no place for any- 
thing of mine. At the table he got the 
hest, and I got the leavings. He earns 
$12 a week and his mother charged him 
only $3 board, while she required me to 
sive her $9 of the $11 from my envelope 
every week. Besides that, she got al) 
Carrie earned, $4, every week. 

Lifts Acid to Mouth. 

“Saturday night she demanded the 
whole $11, and I refused to give her 
more than $9, for I knew if I gave in 
once I would never have a cent to spend 
again. We quarreled about this Sun- 
day, and I decided I would better take 
acid and .have it over with.” 

It happened, each time that Volken- 
ring started to swallow the acid, that 
some member of the family was naar. 
The first time, in the morning, he poised 
the acid near his mouth, in the pres- 
ence of his stepdaughter, Carrie. She 
knocked the glass containing the poison 
from his hands, burning her own wrists 
and hands. 

Later, his wife took the acid bottle 
from his pocket as he lay sleeping on a 
sofa, and threw it away. In ths after- 
noon he went to a drug store and got 
a new supply of acid, and returning 
poured some in 4 glass. As his wife 
was not there, he sent Tony Volken- 
ning, youngest of his stepchildren, to 
call her. 

“Good-by,” he said as she and her son 
Henry appeared, and he lifted the acid 
toward his mouth again. 

Mrs. Volkenning struck his hand, scat- 
tering the burning liquid on him, on her- 
self and owe on Henry. who had turned 
his head away. Henry was protected 
only by his undershirt, and the acid 
trickled down his back, making painful 
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burns. Volkenning had his mouth open, 
and a few drops of the poison went into

John: W. Daugherty, ‘Insurance 
Man, Found Dead in Berth 
at Indianapolis. 








John W. Daugherty, St. Louis insur- 
ance man, whose bride of four weeks is 
the Countess de Rrie of France, expo- 
nent of a science which, she once de- 
clared, would banish disease from the 
earth, died. suddenly about 12:3 a. m., 


Monday in a berth on a Big Four train 
at the Indianapolis Union Station. 

His death was discovered by Mrs. 
Daugherty shortly before the train was 
due to depart for St. Louis, where the 
couple intended to reside, Daugherty 
having engaged a suite at the Jefferson 
Hotel. The train was held at Indianap- 
olis until the body could be removed to 
an undertaking establishment. 

Apoplexy Probable Cause. 

Mrs. Daugherty went to an Indianap- 
olis hotel and planned to arrive in St. 
Louis with the body at 6 p. m. Monday, 
according to advices received at Daugh- 
erty’s office, 602 Third National Bank 
Building. Dispatches from Indianapo- 
lis quote Coroner Durham as of the 
opinion that apoplexy caused Daugh- 
erty’s death. 

Daugherty and the Countess de Brite 
fere married in New York City. They 
visited different cities after their mar- 
riage, and Daugherty came to St. Louis 
last week to make arrangements for re- 
elding at the Jefferson until a perma- 
rent home could be furnished. He de- 
parted Wednesday night for New York, 
where he had left the Countess. He 
lived at the St.’Louis Club for 10 years 
before his marriage. 

The Countess de Brie arrived in St. 
Louis early in December, 1910. She was 
then the widow of a French officer, 
who had been killed In one of the French 
colonial possessions, and the mother of 
two daughters, 12 and 14 years old, 
respectively. 

She inspected the St. Louis schools, 
the Young Women's Christian Associa- 
tion and other institutions, with a view 
to introducing her methods here. She, 
called her science “‘Ars Vivendi,” the 
art of living, and said in an interview 
that its universal application would 
make cancer, tuberculosis and other dis- 
eases things of the past.

“In order to keep from striking her, 
Holden turned the car sharply toward 
the curb. Just then the man stepped 
from the sidewalk and I felt the wheels 
pass over his body. 

“Tl was watching the woman and I 
don’t believe anybody in our party saw 
the man.”’ 

Miss Greenway, when seen at her home 
Monday morning, was still very nervous 
as a result of the accident. Her account 
of the accident corresponded with those 
of Holden and Henning. She said she 
believed the automobile was not going 
more than eight miles an hour. The 
woman came into view such a short dis- 
tance ahead of the automobile, Miss 
Creenway said, that his companions were 
astonished when he managed to swing 
the heavy car far enough to keep from 
striking her.

LATEIN HUNT FOR 
WOMAN'S SLAYER 


Charged With Falsifying. Record 
in Case of Linguist Found 
Dead in a Hotel. 


HOUSEMAN IS QUESTIONED 


Boulevard Hotel Employes Fail 
to Identify Him as Com- 
panion of the Girl. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 2%.—Aroused by 
Coroner’s Physician Schultze’s charge 
that they had falsified the records and 


delayed investigation, the police now ap- 


parently are making an effort to obtain 
clews to the murderer of Miss Julia M. 
Curran, talented companion of Mrs. Wil- 
liam D. Smith, who was found dead in a 
room at the Hotel Boulevard. The al- 
leged tardiness of the police gave the 
woman’s slayer a 16-hour start. The 
autopsy showed that she had been 
choked to death, and marks on her body 
indicated that she had been beaten. 

Mrs. John Kinnears, sister of Miss 
Curran, and Kinnears expressed a de- 
sire to have the superintendent of the 
apartment house where Mrs. Smith lived 
questioned. 


Apartment Man Questioned. 

‘Miss Curran spoke of him frequent- 
ly,”’ said Mrs. Kinnears. “She thought 
that he was a very gentlemanly fellow, 
very friendly, and that he was much 
above his station in Hfe.”’ 

Detectives then went to the apartment 
house and took John Ostrander, the 
superintendent, to a police station. 

Assistant District Attorney Theron G. 
Strong, who had been delegated to in- 
vestigate the charges made by Dr. 
Schultze that the police had falsified 
their records and a misquoted Dr. 
Fisher of Flower Hospital to the effect 
that Miss Curran had died of natural 
causes, questioned Ostrander. 

Ostrander said he knew Miss Curran 
only as he knew other persons in the 
house, and had had little to say to her. 
He had seen marks on her arms, but 
was not pressed as to the circumstances 
under which he had seen them. 

Then detectives had William Thomas, 
bartender,’ and Charles Bonsin, waiter 
at the Boulevard, both of whom had 
seen the man who took the girl to the 
hotel and registered as “Mr. Reilly and 
wife, city,’’ look at Ostrander. — 

Couldn’t Identify Ostrander, 

The barkeeper said he could not iden- 
tify Ostrander, but that there was a 
striking resemblance between him and 
“Reilly.” 

The waiter, Charles Bonsin, told re- 
porters that while Ostrander resembled 
the man who was at the hotel with the 
girl, hs was sure the man registered as 
“Reilly” was fuller in the face. Os- 
trander was then allowed to go by the 
police. 

The police still stick stoutly to their 
story that Dr. Fisher of Flower Hos- 
pital, after he had seen the body, told 
them that Miss Curran had died of 
heart trouble or some organic weakness. 


Objected to the Hotel. 

Dr. Fisher denied that he had said the 
woman died of natural causes, and de- 
clared that, after examining the body, he 
had said: ‘‘This is a Coroner’s case.’’ 

Dr. Schultze, commenting on the case, 
said: “It means that you can get away 
with anything in this town.” 

It was learned that residents of the 
neighborhood had objected to the pres- 
ence of the Hotel Boulevard and that at 
one time they had made an effort to 
have its license revoked, but had been 
unable to do so.

ENGLISHMEN IN IGNORANCE. 


Dry Goods, another New York trade 
publication, recently made inquiry of 
every cotton spinner in Lancashire, to 
which district the investigations of the 
Tariff Board were admittedly confined. 
The answers were all of the same tenor 
—that the mills had not been visited 
by representatives of the American 
Tariff Board, and that no figures of 
cost of production were obtained. 

The accuracy and authenticity of 
the Tariff Board’s basis for “scien- 
tific” revision of the tariff on cotton 
yarn seem to rest, therefore, on the 
unsupported word of one unknown 
agent of the Tariff Board, who 
bought some cost figures from some- 
body in England. The Tariff Board 
took the position that it djd not ‘have 
to divulge to Congress the sources of 
such information; and the Ways and 
Means Committee, as Chairman Un- 
derwood. stated recently in the 
World, was unable to obtain the 
facts it demanded.

DAMAGING FACTS CONCEALED. 

It is true that from the board’s re- 
port one can figure out the difference 
by tedious computation of percentages. 
In the tables as we submitted them for 
publication all such computations were 
made, but the result was so astonish- 
ing that the Tariff: Board seems to have 
deemed it advisable not to set forth the 
facts in a comprehensible way. 


Forvexample, the Dingley tariff on 
the nine special products of the Lip- 
pitt-McColl mills averaged 36.57 per 
cent. The Payne-Aldrich act in- 
creased the duties to an average of 
60.33 per cent. The scientific Gerfhan 
tariff on these nine fabrics aver- 
ages 9.22 per cent, But to learn this 
from the mutilated cotton report you 
would have to reduce the German 
specific duties to the ad valorem ba- 
sis and make your own comparisons. 

Similarly, one could dig out the il- 
luminating fact that on the 47 cot- 
ton fabrics on which the Payne-Al- 
drich bill raised the duty from 35.59 
per cent to an average of 47.59 per 
cent, the German tariff averages 
only 17.9 per cenf. 

It should be borne in mind that Ger- 


jmany’s scientific tariff commission of 
some 35 business men‘and economists 
fixed these rates where they would af- 
ford protection sufficient to hold the 
German market against English com- 
petition. 

The board had Dr. Veditz gathering 
data in Germany direct from the mills. 
I looked over the material 
investigator after his return from 
abroad, and readily discovered its 
value in arriving at conclusions on the 
Operation of the German tariff. Doubt- 
less it was deemed a knockout blow to 
protected privilege. At any rate, all of 
Dr. Veditz’s data was pigeonholed, after 
being shown to several men connected 
with the board. 

THE FARCE IN GERMANY. 

The board’s comparison between Ger- 
man and American hosjery is almost a 
joke. It seeks to create the false im- 
pression that the board gained access 
to the German mills and obtained ac- 
curate data. At the same time the Ger- 
man trade papers were openly ridicul- 
ing the puny efforts at investigation or 
questioning their sincerity. 

The American Consuls in Germany 
were supposed to get the mill costs on 
hosiery for the Tariff Board—Consuls 
who had no technical knowledge of the 
industry and had to accept as accurate 
whatever was given them. 

The American Economist, organ of 
the Protective Tariff Leaguc, printed 
last October phe translation of an ar- 
ticle in the Allegemeine Zeitung of 
Chemnitz, on the visit of James B.

‘in New York City, differed little from what the 
headquarters of an agency handling American 
goods in the foreign trade might be expected to 
be. 

It was in charge of a man of known exper- 
fence in selling in other countries the products 
of the United States. Regular channels having 
already been established for handling our trade 
in the foreign countries to which exports are 
now large, this “Export Office” adopted a spe- 
clalty.

But this “Export Office” was really estab- 
lished in the interest, not of foreign markets, 
but of American consumers.

S boxing popular? If you think not, 

peruse a fact or two from the re- 
port of the New York Boxing Commis- 
sion, which has been in operation under 
the Frawley law for one year. In that 
time fans of New York City have spent 
over $1,000,000 for tickets to fight shows; 
over 80 clubs have been licensed by the 
commission, and over $50,000 paid into 
the State charitable institutions from 
the levy of five per cent made on the 
gross receipts, under the provisions of 
the law. 

* * 

WOULD PUT ON THE LID. 
HE figures indicate plainly enough 

that a big percentage of the public 
wants the game. And yet the powers 
that be, in New York State, are talking 
of repealing the bill depriving the 
State of revenue and the public of the 
right to enjoy such entertainments. 
It is not exactly clear how the wishes 
of such a large proportion of the popu- 
lation can be disregarded by the remain- 
der, especially when the opposition is 
largely of the sort that knows nothing 
of the game or the conditions attend- 
ing it. 


ON THIN ICE. 

SSOURI needs a boxing law per- 
mitting limited-round bouts under 
direction of a commission. The present 
condition is merely one of tolerance on 
the part of the authorities and there is 
no certainty of existence for any of the 
clubs now operating as boxing clubs. 

This winter will see at least seven im- 
portant organizatiens in the local field, 
staging boxing shows. Unless history is 
misleading, these seven will be tangled 
up in a lovely snarl before a month of 
the season progresses. This will mean 
publicity and presently the police -did.

"'TWOULD UPLIFT THE GAME, 
BOXING commission could regu- 
late that trouble besides supervis- 
irg the conduct of all shows and keep- 
ing the game clean. Clubs would then 
have some guarantee of permanency 
and could give a better class of shows 
and pay the men better money. 


IT’S ALMOST MOLLYCODDLE. 

O PPOSITION to boxing is chiefly 

due to ignorance. The casual op- 
ponent of the sport derives his impres- 
sion of the game from obsolete London 
prize ring conditions. The fearful gruel- 
lings endured by fighters in those 
days have long been abolished and it 
is the exception not the rule to see prin- 
cipals in a contest suffer anything more 
than mere superficial hurts. 


Next to baseball boxing has more 
readers than any other sporting topic. 
That the interest is general and not 
special becomes evident in any big bat- 
tle for the title, when it is generally 
fuund that the excitement over the issue 
is nation-wide. 

From the mere point of view of the 
number of persons interested this sport 
should receive recognition on the statute 
books of all ‘states. It is certain to 
come, sqme day. In the meantime the 
New York law is showing the way for 
the rest of the country.

The tourney will be noteworthy from 
the fact that Harold Hilton, the holder 
of the title, is an Englishman and Amer- 
icans are especially desirous of winning 
it back with a native son. 

With Hilton will come another Brit- 
ish golfer of merit, Norman Hunter, a 
mamber of the Oxford and Cambridge 
Golfing Soctetiegs. 

A Three Time Champion. 

Hilton has thrice been British amateur 
and twice British open titleholder, in 
addition to his present United States 
honor, which next to John Ball makes 
him the greatest figure in golfing his- 
tory. Upon arriving here last August 
he had 25 clubs with him, constituting 
almost an arsenal of weapons, including 
a lofting mashie he had carried 22 years. 
Fourteen clubs is his usual equipment, 
which is more than most stars burden 
themselves with. Travis’ junior by 
ebout six years, Hilton in size and get- 
up strongly ressmbles the Garden City 
veteran. In one way Hilton’s career has 
been truly remarkable. After 10 years 
th aden in the sport he “came 
baok’’ with redoubled fire. 

Of one stroke Hilton is world master, the 
approach with a back spin that lands the 
balk dead to the hole with wizard-like reg- 
ularity. Otherwise, except in  allround 
steadiness, he is no more than the equal of 
six or eight leading American players. Last 
summer from the minute he worked off his 
sea legs here Hilton was practically at the 
top of his game and it was seen that his 
chances of winning were almost sure, espe- 
clally after he took low score medal in the 
qualifying round. Travers, Herreshoff and 


Evans were simply counted upon to hold 
him down to a rather low showing. 
Herreshoff's Great Fight. 

Travers had been practically out of the 
competitions for months, while Evans, as 
usual, was stuttering badly when it came to 
putting. It therefore devolved upon Her- 
reshoff, who was medalist in the 1910 na- 
tional at Boston, to give the Hoygate man 
the race of his life in the final. After being 
6 down Herreshoff squared the match and 
was beaten only on the thirty-seventh by a 
fluke, when Hilton’s ball struck a big rock 
and got a bound, but for which he would 
not have had a lie where he could hole out. 
With a fluke as the deciding factor, it was 
infinitely better that the cup should have 
gone abroad than stayed at home. 


This spring Hilton did not cut much of 
a figure in the British amateur and open, 
and he has not played enough yet on this 
side to indicate whether or not he has since 
improved in form. It looks as if he would 
have to gather himself quickly if he is to 
come anywhere near his 1911 average. As 
for Norman Hunter, he is. always danger- 
ous, being an especially long driver. Taken 
altogether, however, he cannot be classed 
with Hilton as the latter was going last 
season. 
It’s Up to Evans. 

Jerome Travers, after winning the metro- 
politan title in masterly style. lost the New 
Jersey honor unavoidably through illness and 
has since been almost eclipsed. Oswald Kir- 
by has been playing so much that he is 
overgolfed, which ended in his losing the 
last even on the slate, the Shinnecock 
Hills classic, by a hairbreadth to a compar- 
atively unknown contestant. Gardiner 
White has been struggling. principally with 
rheumatism, also an incipient fringe on. his 
upper lip. When he finds himself a year or 
two hence he will be almost another per- 
son. 

Because of the weakness of the foregoing 
and from the fact that he recently won 
the Western title, “‘Chick’’ Evans is count- 
ed upon to do the Thermopylae act.
